This will be General Smith's report on the subject which you 
proposed at last week's meeting. Attached is a detailed 
memorandum from EE on this subject. An inter-agency committee 
has arrived at a program which will be contained in General 
Smith's report. It will propose (a) a request from Adenauer 
to President Eisenhower for food, (b) immediate provision of 
food from available local stocks supplemented by surplus 
foodstuffs in the US to a total amount of $15,000,000.
